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1. It is reported that Soviet troops held spring maneuvers in Bastern Hungary, east 
of the Tisza River. Aside from the Soviet troops regulafly stationed in Hungary, 
some Soviet divisions from Rumania ook part in these maneuvers, for example, the 
divisions from Satu Mare (Szatmar) and Timigoara (Temesvar). All these units, 
together with the units of the Hungarian People's Arny, and a Soviet motorized 
division, later ‘held joint maneuyers oink: the area of.Keeskemét. 


2. The major part of the Soviet division stationéd between the’ Danube and thetTisza 
is in the following localities: Headquarters of the division and a motorized 
infantry regiment are in Kecskemét; an artillery regiment in Tértel; a rocket 
projector (Stalin-organ) unit in NagykUrds. A tank battalion is in Szolnok, 
where more than a hundred private apartments have been requisitioned for the 
Soviet officers. A motorized infantry regiment is in Tiszaftred. The engineer 
(pioneer) battalion of the division is in-a.small’vitlage: conrth® Danubey butsit 
will soon be moved to the east. In thé area of Debrecen is an infantry regiment. 
In Lillaftired is a Soviet High Command, to which about hoo officers are aséigned.

3. Maneuvers were also held in the northern parts of Dunantwl (Transdanubia). The 
troops of the division of Szombathely were moved to the east, allegedly to 
Hajmasker. These troops spent some timé in the triangle Papas -Cell1d8mt1k-Sarvar , 
where a great number of quarters had beén requisitioned in advance. The division Of 
Székesfehérvaér ~ also moved, but to the north-west. Between Pécs-Nagykanizsa- 
Zalaegerszegy and along the Drdva River, all remained quiet.
